RESOLUTION 
Steel Retention Prices 

New Delhi, the 25th March 1954 

No. SC(A)-2(89)/52.—The retention prices of steel payable to the Steel Corpo¬ 
ration of Bengal for the years 1951 and 1952 were announced in the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry’s Resolution No. SC(A)-2(89)/52, dated the 20th Septem¬ 
ber 1952. This Company was amalgamated with the Indian Iron and Steel 
Company with effect from the 1st January 1953 by Act No. LXXIX of 1952. The 
Tariff Commission was requested to conduct an enquiry into the retention prices 
payable to the new amalgamated Company from the 1st January 1953 for as long 
a period as practicable. The Commission nas submitted its report. As no signi¬ 
ficant change In production is expected till the end of 1956, the Commission has 
recommended that retention prices should be fixed for the four year period 1953- 
50. Making due allowances for the probable loss of production due to re-lining 
of furnaces, dislocation owing to the work of expansion and loss of production 
owing to labour troubles in 1953, the Commission has recommended that prices 
should be based on an average production of 2,80,000 tons of finished steel per 
year. After examining the cost of production and allowing for depreciation, 
other overheads and profits on the same basis as has been applied to the Tata 
Iron and Steel Company, the Commission has recommended an average increase 
of about Rs. 06/- per ton over the retention prices fixed for 1952. The suggested 
increase includes an element of return on the gross block of collferies owned and 
operated by the Indian Iron and Steel Company. 

2. The Government of India generally agree that the recommendations of the 
Commission flow from the application of the principles of price fixation already 
adopted for determining prices of steel produced by the Tata Iron and Steel 
Company for the period up to the 31st March 1955. But they consider that, in 
assessing average production, allowance should not be made for the low production 
in 1953. They are also unable, for reasons stated In the next paragraph, to in¬ 
clude return on the gross block of the collieries as part of the retention prices of 
steel. Subject to these modifications, the Government of India accept the re¬ 
commendation of the Tariff Commission regarding the retention prices of steel 
which will now be fixed, on an average, at Rs. 59/- per ton more than the 
retention prices announced for 1952. 

3. The Tariff Commission has recommended that retention prices to be fixed 
now should prevail until the end of 1956. While Government agree that it would 
ordinarily be desirable to fix prices for as long a period as possible, they are of 
the view that the principles of price fixation hitherto followed—in particular the 
method of relating depreciation and return on investment to gross block—them¬ 
selves require revision and that revised principles should be applied to the whole 
industry from the earliest possible date, viz., 1st April, 1955, the date up to which 
the existing principles have already been applied for fixing the retention prices 
for Tata Iron and Steel Company. They also consider that the treatment to be 
accorded to gross colliery block could most appropriately be dealt with at that 
stage. For these reasons, the Government of India have decided that the retention 
prices specified in paragraph 1 above ^hall be applicable from the 1st January 
1953 to 31st March 1955.
